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British Take Contalmaison 


in Brilliant Artillery Duel 


FIELD, July 10, via London, July 11, 4/f

Fragments 
of walls of an old chateau still standing 
amid ruins constituted the lest glimpse 
the Associated Press correspondent had 
of the town before the attack. 


SMOKE HIDES TOWN. 

In their preparatory bombardment be- 
fore the attack a British 15 inch shell 
was seen to tear away a portion of the 
walls, which rose in a cloud of dust. For 
a given @rea the artillery fire was the 
heaviest of any yet seen on this front. 
The Germens answered the British ahell- 
ing with an immense volume of their 
own fire, placing a curtain in front of the 
town, which af times was hidden from 
the British guns enveloping the town. 
and also scattering shells near the front 
line. ‘ petiag 

The British kept on increasing and 
spreading until from the Trones wood, 
another hotly disputed point which al- 
ready has become branchless and leaf- 
less trunks to Ovillers and La Boiseelle, 
the artillery duel raged along the new 


front. 
GERMANS RETIRE. 

At 4:40 o’clock ae the British charged 
there seemed to be peace in Contal- 
maison, surrounded by walls of shell fire. 
Soon after the British entered the town, 
and after the German infantry was 
forced out the German guns took their 
turk at hammering the ruins and knock- 
ing off more sections of the walls of the 
old chateau while the British were tossing 
the -second -line of German defenges be- 
yohd Contalmeison heavenwards and 
raining shrapnel from the sky earth- 
ward. 

The amount.of ammunition the British 
are cohtinaing to expend fs astounding, 
and as a spectacle this afternoon eclipses 
anything the Associated Press correspon- 
dent has seen since the offense began. 

BRITISH GAIN AND LOSE. 

The British heave gained at Ovillers, but 
have been forced to abandon the wood of 
Trones to the Germans. — 

The French are attacking tin the Cham- 
pagne district and near the Butte de 
Mesni!l have captured over 600 yards of 
German trenches.

PARIS, July 10.—The French success

LONDON, July 10.—A thrilling account 
of an incident in the fighting on the 
Somme resulting in the capture ofeight 
hundred Germans and the killing of at 
least an equal number was told on Mon- 
day by a high officer who took part in it. 

“ The fighting, which eccurred in one of 
the woods in the vicinity of Fricourt,” the 
officer said, “was most extraordinary. 
Our aim was a belt of woodland surmount- 
ing the slopes above a village. Two bat- 
talions were sent to attack, one was Kept

“Inside the wood was a\space Which 
supposedly was nearly deserted.

Our supports were called for immediately 
and when these had been used up our re- 
serves were partly thrown in. Bombe 
ran out and the ammunition nearly gave 
out.

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MEXICANS FIRE 


Two Troopers at International 
Bridge Made Target from 
Across the River, —

Brownsville, Tex., July 10.—[Special.]— 
Two men of the First [Illinois cavalry 
were fired on by Mexicans here. Sergt. 
Maj. Lester Johnson and Harry Coan 
were visiting the detail of regulars sta- 
thoned at the international bridge. The 


Across the Rio Grande ea de- 
tail of Mexican troops is stationed. 

While Johnson and Coan were making 
their call, a shot came acrose the river. 
They did not see where it hit, but saw 
the fire. Two more shots followed. Still 
they did not know where the bullets 
struck. A fourth shot knocked up dust 
close to their feeet; then they realized 
they were the targets. 

The regulars told them shots from the 
Mexican detall were such frequent cour- 
tesies they had ceased to report them. 


Tents Behind Wall. 

To show their appreciation of Mexican 
honor, their tents are pitched directly 
behind the stohe abutment. The Mexi- 
can detail has its tents pitched behind 
the abutment on both sides of the bridge 
for fifty yards or so. The American sol- 
diers have placed sand bage behind which 
they may duck in case of trouble. 

The sentiment of the Mexicans across 
the river is shown by almost dally occur- 
rences. Capt. Wells of the Third regular 
cavalry rode with 200 men to inspect a 
ford ten miles east of here. All the way 
there and beck the troopers were trailed 
by Mexican soldiers. 


Rifles in Their Hands. 

Capt. Wells made another ride nine 
miles up the river. While some of 
bis men went in swimming twenty or 
thirty soldiers of the Carranza garrison 
came to the river's edge with their rifies 
in their hande. 

The soldiers talked to each other across 
the stream, and during the conversation 
Capt. Wells had two machine guns 
| trained on the Mexicans from a hidden 
point in the mesquite.

Battles of several varieties occurred 
over debated measures.

But the big news for thousands—the 
thousands who have flocked to the mu- 
nicipal pier in search of recreation 
promised them—was mighty good news. 
Probably by Sunday it will be poasible 
to buy food and drink (temperance) on 
the pier. 

Concerts and Dances. 

Before long, also, municipal dances and 
band concerts will be held on the end of 
the $4,000,000 structure projecting half a 
mile out into Lake Michigan. ? 

A new ordinance was passed authorir- 
ing a contract with John Z. Vogelsang 
for the restaurant, peanut stand, and 
soda water privileges at the pier. Mayor 
Thompson vetoed a similar ordinances re- 
cently and left the recreation buildings, 
terraces, and board walks a barren waste 
as far as refreshments are concerned. 
The new measure ie satisfactory to the 
mayor and it is believed the contract may 
be closed today or tomorrow. Even if it 
is not signed the council “ played safe "’ 
by authorizing a temporary arrangement 
before it adjourned for the summer. 


» Eive Cente a Couple. 

The aldermen passed an order author- 
izing Commisatoner of Public Works 
Moorhouse to conduct dances on the pier. 
The order authorised him to let a con- 
tract for this concession or to arrange for 
rounicipal dances. 

Under the terms of the order no more 
than 5 cents a couple van be charged for 
each dance. The harbor commission pro- 
posed a charge of 10 cents by «@ private 
bidder, but the council supported the ob- 
jections of several civic organizations that 
the price should be reduced to the lowest 
possible point. Commissioner Moorhouse 
today will take up the problem of how 
the dances shall be conducted. The big 
auditorium at the outer end of the plier is 
not quite ready for the dances, but it will 
be in a short time. 

Cuts Checkroom Cost. 

The council also slashed the price pro- 
posed for checking wearing apparel and 
other articles. The harbor commission 
récommended that the concession be let 
to a private bidder with the right to 

charge 10 cents. Both the price and the

Humber of Captives Increased. 
The total number of prisoners taken 
by Gen. Kaledines from July 14 to 
July 8 is 341 officers, 9,145 unwounded 
soldiers. He also captured ten pieces 
of artillery, forty-eight machine guns, 
sixteen bomb throwers, 7,930 rifles, 
sixty-two limbers and depots of en- 
gineering materials. These figures 
must be added to those given in the 
communication of July 8, which in- 
cluded 900 officers, 12,000 men, and 
forty-five pieces of artillery. 

There were artillery duels on the 
Volhynia and Galician fronts. The 
enemy bombarded violently our posi- 
tions at Gliadki and Tzebrova. 

On the Galician front there was a 
particularly intense artillery action on | 
both banks of the Dniester. 

In the Dvina sector the enemy under- 
took an offensive southeast of Lake 
Sventen, but was repulsed and thrown 
back into his trenches. 


Aerial Activity on Both Sides. 

In the region of the village of Ivan- 
ovka, in the Dvinsk region, enemy 
air squadrons dropped seventy bombs 
on our hospital convoys.

The plans of the administration were 
disclosed following the presentation in 
the senate this afternoon of the text of 
the trade agreement entered into by the 
allies in the recent Paris conference. The 
text of this agreement to wage a trade 
war, aided by boycotts, on the central 
powers, even after the conflict of arms 
has ended, was published exclusively by 
THE TRIBUN® last Saturday.

The president transmitted 
a letter from Robert Woods Bliss, sec- 
retary of the American embassy at Paris, 
which thus described the agreement:

Mayor Thompson yesterday slammed 
down the Sunday saloon lid again with 
such a bang that certain police captains 
are likely to hear the echo for some time. 
“In a sensational statement to the city 
council, the mayor took official cogni- 
gance of the reports of conditions made 
before the license committee ipet week 
by challenging those who testified to pre- 
gent their evidence to the civil service 
commmssion and threatening with dis- 
charge any police captain in whose dis- 
trict fagrant violations of the Sunday 
closing law are shown tq have been 
countenanced. — 

Rohde. 

His challenge was especially directed 
at Fred Rohde, president of the Cook 
County Liquor Dealers’ association, who 
Was attributed with the declaration that 
05 per cent of the saloons were keeping 
open on Sunday. He said he had re- 
quested the commission to subpcena Mr. 
Rohde and have him repeat his charges 
under oath and reveal any other evidence 
which he has in his possession. 

Mr. Rohde declared at night that neither 
the civil service commission nor any other 
body had the power to make him talk if 
he didn’t want to, but intimated he might 
be induced to make a statement “ if they 
went about it in the right way.” . 
“They might send me over on ‘the 
morth side,’ but there is nobody who can 
force me to talk,’’ he said. “I'm nota 
policeman. Iam not going to get any 
pt our boys in bad by mentioning any 
specific instances." 


Points to Message. 


Mayor Thompson first called attention 


‘to his Sunday closing message of Oct. 4, 


1915. He then said he had been informed 
that Rohde had made a statement “ that 
95 per cent of the 7,100 saloons in the city 
of Chicago are kept open on Sunday in 
violation of the state law.” 

“J also have been informed that An- 
ton Cermak, secretary of the United So- 
cieties; some of the members of the city. 
council; E. J. Davis, district superintend- 
ent of the Anti-Saloon league, and some 
ministers have also made public state- 
ments of a similar character. 

“If this charge be true, 9 per cent of 

the saloonkeepers in the city of Chicago 
are violating a penal statute of the state 
of Illinois and the orders of the mayor 
of Chicago. The law of the state of IIli- 
mois could not be violated by saloonkeep- 
ers if commanding officers of the various 
police precincts performed their full duty. 
“tI have requested the civil service 
commission to subpoena Fred Rohde to ap- 
pear before the commission and have 
him testify under oath. 


Rohde May Testify. 

“ Will you testify willingly?’’ Mr. Rohde 
was asked later. 

“I may if they go about ft in the right 
way.’ he said. * I qualified the statement 
I made the other day as any one who was 
there will bear me out.

Graft and Discord Gradually 
Being Routed and Economy 
Is the Watchword, 


BY CAROLYN WILSON. 

LONDOK, June 20—I am distinctly 
cheered, not to say heartened, at the 
aspect of Engiand this time. They are 
certainly on the right track, and although 
caustic critics may say that it is twenty- 
two months late, still it may be that it 
is a year early, and that all the sawe and 
adages about lateness and mending will 
apply here. 

My previous visits, November, 1914, and 
March, 1015, and October, 1915, left me 
quite cold to the English character. Al- 
though with my mind I was conscious 
that England was fighting, that men were 


dying. I couldn't feel it with my heart. 


The exterior conditions were such that 
they destroyed sentiment. 

The short battle line, the unfair and 
undemocratic voluntary system, the ex- 
travagance, the terrible amount of drink- 
ing, the striking, the dishonorable efforts 
of private manufecturers to use their 
country’s peril to their own advantage, 
the pitiful diplomacy in the Balkans, the 
purely political cahracter of the Darda- 
nelles and Antwerp expeditions—all of 
‘these were present and hateful after the 
straightforward, sincere giving and sac- 
rffice of the French.

Living Is Costly. 

Living is frightfully high. According 
to the new board of trade committee ap- 
pointed for investigating into the prices 
of foods, genera! living has gone up on 
an average 59 per cent since the war, and 
in special articles as much as 108 per 
cent. The government is going to try to 
regulate these prices and the committee 
will advise that proper regulation can 
be done only by the government, which 
shall have power to seize food and fuel 
supplies and diatribute them among the 
municipalities or other elected bodies. 

The same resolution asks for govern- 
mental control of shipp:ng to secure rea- 
sonable t rates, commandeering of 
home grown crops at fair prices to farm- 
ers, and an amendment of the coal prices 
limitation act to fix standard prices in 
different areas. 

Already the government has fixed maxi- 
mum prices on various commodities. Na- 
tive hides have had @ maximum price 
fixed for them and there is a genera! feel- 
ing that soon there will be governmental 
control of meats. The government has 
taken over the whole Irish and British 
wool crop (notice the phraseology of the 
order, since up to three months ago Brit- 
ish was supposed to mean the whole em- 
pire). A census of the woo! was taken 
June 6 and all pulled after that date be- 
longs to the state. 


Joy Riding to Cease. 

Tomorrow is the last day of the gasoline 
census, which from that time on will be 
in the hands of the government, which in- 
tends to limit the huge import bill for this 
commodity by restricting its use to com- 
mercial ¢nds only. All joy riding wil) 
have to cease.
